
Ambulance will only be sent if medically necessary

ELDERLY people in Dudley in 
receipt of mobility allowance 
are being told they will no 
longer be given free transport 
to hospital. 

Several patients have raised con¬ 
cerns since patient-care company 
NSL took over the running of the ser¬ 
vice from Ambuline. Some say they 
cannot book an ambulance to collect 
them from their homes anymore. 

Bosses at NSL say there has been no change 
in criteria as patients in receipt of mobility 
allowance have never been entitled to free 
non-urgent transport to Russells Hall Hospital. 

Access in Dudley, which champions the rights 
of disabled people, said NSL was enforcing cri¬ 
teria that had never been enforced before. The 
group estimated that there were thousands in 
Dudley receiving mobility allowance. 

NSL now offers the transport service for 
those who have a medical need only. 

Access in Dudley chairman Tina Boothroyd 
said: “If you get the mobility element of the dis¬ 
ability allowance, if you tick yes, that doesn’t 
qualify you for hospital transport. This has 
never been a problem before and I know people 
who have travelled on hospital transport for 16 
years and have never been asked.” 

The mobility allowance is paid to people who 
have difficulty walking, through physical disa¬ 
bilities or other conditions. Those in receipt of 
this funding are expected to use it to help them 
get to hospital appointments. But many find it 
difficult to use public transport or taxis. 

Stressful 

A woman from Kingswinford, who asked not 
to be named, said: “I have been using the ser¬ 
vice for eight years and have never been asked 
the question of whether I am eligible. 

“It’s very stressful and means I can’t get to 
my appointment. It’s not about money. It is em¬ 
barrassing for me to get on a bus or in a taxi.” 

Mrs Boothroyd said she had taken several 
calls from concerned people. “This is going to 
upset a lot of people,” she said. “People with 
disabilities who have regular hospital appoint¬ 
ments use the transport because there is no 
other way to do it.” 

NSL spokeswoman Afrika Morris said: “In 
Dudley, the eligibility criteria states that a pa¬ 
tient in receipt of mobility benefits is ineligible 
for transport. However, in some instances, a 
patient with severe mobility conditions may be 
eligible for transport. We will be working with 
the Clinical Commissioning Groups to address 
these.”

FIRE 

Suspected arson at 
derelict factory site 

ARSONISTS are believed to be behind 
the latest fire at a derelict factory in Quarry 
Bank. 

Crews were alerted to the blaze at the 
units in Saltwells Road after smoke was 
seen coming from the premises at around 
5.30pm on Sunday.

THE first Halesowen Carnival for al¬ 
most 30 years is moving location due 
to concerns over heavy vehicles raised 
by Dudley Council. 

Organisers say the move has cost 
them around £1,000 for re-printing leaf¬ 
lets, banners and signs for the event. 

Huntingtree Park was due to host the 
revived carnival on July 4. But council 
officials say pathways in the park would 
be unsuitable for vehicles. Organisers 
have had to move the event to nearby 
Highfields Park.

Work to start on new 
crossing in autumn 

WORK on a new crossing to help students 
at Dudley College’s £18 million campus 
negotiate a busy road more safely is due 
to get under way in the autumn. 

The plans were drawn up because of 
concerns that students at Dudley Evolve 
could be in danger when they cross The 
Broadway. 

The scheme was originally refused plan¬ 
ning permission by Dudley Council follow¬ 
ing worries from residents about noise and 
traffic queues. 

But a planning inspector backed the col¬ 
lege’s call for a push-button puffin cross¬ 
ing.

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Mountain of rubbish is to be cleared 



Homes to replace mound 


EAGERLY awaited plans to replace a 
mountain of rubbish that has blighted 
the lives of homeowners in Brierley Hill 
for years — and replace it with flats — 
have finally been approved. 

The decision ends a nightmare for 
people living near the heap, which once 
reached 40ft, at the former Refuse De¬ 
rived Limited site on Moor Street. The 
mound has towered over neighbouring 
properties since 2009. 

It was a saga that resulted in High 
Court action with company director 
Robert McNaughton even jailed for fail¬ 
ing to remove the eyesore in 2013. 


But now a total of 94 flats will be built 
in place of the trash mountain. 

Plans submitted by developer J and V 
Kelly to transform the site were unan¬ 
imously approved by Dudley Council’s 
planning committee last week. 

Councillor John Martin said: “Res¬ 
idents living in Lindsey Place, Moor 
Street and North Street have suffered 
what can only be described as a living 
nightmare facing the huge rubbish 
mound that has built up. I wholeheart¬ 
edly support this application.” 

Councillor Kieran Casey said: “It’s 
clear to see from photos that the site is 


a mess and is in desperate need of re¬ 
generation and redevelopment. This ap¬ 
plication goes a long way towards doing 
that. 

“It will deal with the problems on this 
site once and for all.” 

Chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Qadar Zada was critical that 
the problems had gone on for so long at 
the site . He said he was confident ap¬ 
proving the plan would bring hope for 
residents. 

He said: “The people of Brierley Hill 
have suffered unnecessarily and it is 
time to move forward.” 


Hundreds are fined over 
bad parking at stations 


MORE than 400 fines of up to 
£100 have been dished out to 
motorists for poor parking at 
railway and Metro stations in the 
Black Country. 

Centro introduced penalties to 
clampdown on nuisance parking at its 
park and ride sites last year. 

Since the start of December, a total of 
407 fines of £100 have been given out to 
commuters and passengers. 

Of these, 202 were handed out at Stour¬ 
bridge Junction and 128 at Sandwell and 
Dudley. 

There were also 30 issued at Wednesbury 
Parkway, 28 at Rowley Regis, 13 at Coseley 
and six at Wolverhampton Priestfield. 

Centro decided to take action after com¬ 
plaints about cars obstructing other motor¬ 
ists and forcing pedestrians to walk in the 
road at stations. 

Transport bosses say the scheme is prov¬ 
ing successful as the number of fines given 
out is falling each week. They are reduced 
to £60 if paid within 14 days. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford said: 
“While parking notices continue to be is¬ 
sued their numbers are considerably lower 
than when the scheme was introduced. 

Campaign 

“We are glad the campaign continues to 
have the desired effect by making people 
think about parking more considerately.” 

Earlier this year, work on a 900,000 
extension to the car park at Stourbridge 
Junction railway station was completed. 

An extra 223 spaces have been created, 
bringing the number to more than 1,000. 

The extension followed complaints from 
passengers about a shortage of spaces at 
site off Brook Road, Oldswinford. 

Bosses said the main car park, off Chawn 
Hill, often fills up before the end of the 
morning rush hour. 

The new spaces were created on a site 
located between the Birmingham and 
Worcester rail track and industrial units 
on Rufford Road. 

Centro and its partners have invested 
more than £15 million in Park and Ride 
facilities since 1997 to provide 7,718 free 
spaces within 59 car parks at a total of 38 
rail stations and three Metro tram stops 
across the region. 


A thousand visit Islam exhibition

MORE than 1,000 people visited 
an exhibition about Islam, held by 
Dudley Central Mosque, days be¬ 
fore the latest anti-mosque protest 
came to the town. 

The exhibition in Dudley Town 
Hall about the religion and culture 
aimed to educate and dispel myths. 

The number of visitors to the 
exhibition trumps the number of 
protesters in the EDL march in the 
town in February, around 600, and 
the 150 who turned out for Britain 
First in May. 


The Bishop of Dudley the Rt 
Revd Graham Usher said the large 
number of people who attended the 
exhibition shows the desire of those 
in the town to learn more about the 
faith. 

He said: “I think it is really great 
that the central mosque brought to 
Dudley a very informative, a very 
educational, a very well put to¬ 
gether exhibition on Islam. 

“Members of the local commu¬ 
nity were welcomed and greeted 
very well and the organisers were 


happy to answer to any questions 
that visitors had. 

“There really was a sense of 
sharing an understanding of con¬ 
temporary Islam. There was a real 
emphasis on a thirst for peace.”

NO more food outlets are needed in a 
busy Black Country high street accord¬ 
ing to a councillor who has spoken out 
against plans to open a new restaurant 
in Dudley. 

Councillor Bryan Cotterill raised an 
objection to open the premises on the 
site of a former wine bar in High Street, 
Quarry Bank, at a meeting of Dudley 
Council’s planning committee last week. 

The Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood 
ward councillor also said he was con¬ 
cerned about the impact the restaurant 
would have on people living nearby. 

The restaurant application, which was 
submitted by Mrs Husna Bibi, had been 
recommended for approval by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning officers, who said it would 
‘enhance the economic prosperity of the 
town centre’. 


Smells 

However, Councillor Cotterill said: 
“At the last count there was about nine 
food outlets, including the fish and chip 
shop, and we don’t want any more. 

“It is certainly in very close proximity 
to residential accommodation.” 

The building backs on to flats and 
Councillor Cotterill said he was worried 
the positioning of a flue would create 
unwelcome smells, while delivery trucks 
and bin lorries coming in and out of the 
site could also pose other problems. 

But members of the planning commit¬ 
tee decided that they needed to arrange a 
visit to see the site for themselves before 
making a decision on the application.

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Scheme for 
church is 
held up by 
lease snag 

CAMPAIGNERS working to re-open 
a landmark Dudley church say they 
are hopeful that a hitch with the lease 
will soon be resolved. 

St John’s Church Preservation 
Group has permission to take over the 
listed building in Kates Hill and re¬ 
open it for Christian worship, tourism 
and community use. 

However, there have been delays on 
finalising the lease with the Diocese of 
Worcester. 

Preservation group chairman Deb 
Brownlee said: “After some commu¬ 
nication there’s just one important 
clause left in the proposed lease that 
we haven’t finalised. However, we are 
optimistic that we can soon find mu¬ 
tually acceptable wording and we feel 
that we have been well advised by our 
solicitor John Cockling who has now 
written to Diocesan registrar.” 

The group is continuing to raise 
funds in readiness for the church 
re-opening. “Although there have 
been some delays in getting the lease 
document right, we know that we will 
soon be re-opening St John’s and we 
continue to fundraise in anticipation. 

“We are also building up reserves so 
that we will be able to accept grants 
which require upfront expenditure. 

“We’re pleased that our reserves 
are now at just under £20,000 and 
ready funds at around £17,000. Our 
aim is to enter the project financially 
sound and ready to start some of the 
work. “We thank everyone who has 
helped us to put these funds into the 
kitty ready for the big day,” added 
Mrs Brownlee.

A TEACHER, a tennis star, GP, commu¬ 
nity champion and farmer are among 
those from the Black Country and its 
surrounding area to be recognised in 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours awards. 

While Lenny Henry stole the headlines when 
he let the cat out of the bag about his impending 
knighthood earlier this week, he is not the only per¬ 
son from the region to be honoured. 

Black Country wheelchair tennis champion Jor¬ 
danne Whiley has been made an MBE for services 
to sport. 

The doubles star from Halesowen has been rec¬ 
ognised for her incredible form over the past couple 
of years which has seen her win five consecutive 
Grand Slam titles alongside partner Yui Kamiji. 

Andrew Griffiths, head teacher at Dudley’s El- 
lowes Hall Sports College, has received a prestig¬ 
ious OBE, as has Dr Nick Harding, a senior care 
chief at the Sandwell and West Birmingham Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group. 

Mr Griffiths has guided Ellowes Hall to becoming 
Dudley’s best state school in his 13 years at the 
helm and has also played a key role in the forma¬ 
tion of a new academy trust bringing together four 
schools in the borough.

Concern over shops after vandal attack 


VANDALS have again targeted a 
run-down shopping parade in Word- 
sley, prompting renewed calls for ac¬ 
tion over the eyesore. 

A door of an empty shop in San¬ 
dringham Place has been smashed in 
the latest incident. 

The row of six shops opposite The 
Ashwood Inn has been blighted by 
vandals for 15 years. Three of the 
shops remain empty despite repeated 


efforts to revitalise the properties. 
Following the latest attack, Words- 
ley’s Councillor Paul Brothwood is 
seeking to secure an enforcement 
notice against the owners requiring 
them to clean up the shops. 

Councillor Brothwood, also Dud¬ 
ley’s UKIP group leader, said: “It 
has looked like that for 15 years 
now. It is a real eyesore and I am 
determined to get it resolved. The 


residents here are very frustrated. 
They feel the terrible state of the 
shops has affected the value of their 
properties. They do not want to be 
looking at an eyesore.” 

Fellow ward councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley, who has campaigned to 
restore the shopping parade, warns 
that proposals to build a Co-Op on 
the nearby Ashwood Inn car park 
could delay progress.

Senior managers will 
go to save £lm a year 

EIGHT senior managers are 
being made redundant at 
Dudley Council to save £1 
million as part of cost-cut- 
ting plans. 

Senior director roles at the 
council are being cut from 22 to 
11 as part of the savings scheme. 

Five director and 17 assistant di¬ 
rector positions are being removed 
and replaced with three strategic di¬ 
rectors and eight chief officer posts. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “We are in the final 
stages of this tier of the corporate 
restructure and have welcomed a 
few new faces to the authority who 
share our ambition to make this 
leaner and more efficient than ever 
before. 

“Two of the three strategic direc¬ 
tors are now in place with an ap¬ 
pointment to the third being made 
over the next few weeks, and we 
are currently recruiting for a chief 
officer for children’s services, which 
we hope to agree soon. 

“There have been eight redun¬ 
dancies agreed as part of this re¬ 
structure and there are currently a 
further three staff at risk of redun¬ 
dancy.” 

Concerned 

The move had come under fire 
from opposition councillors con¬ 
cerned about the rise in salaries for 
the new roles but bosses said the 
directors and officers would have 
larger remits. 

Councillor Lowe has said the 
changes are not just a one-off sav¬ 
ing but on-going, year-on-year that 
would help to save the authority 
£lm each year. 

The council needs to make sav¬ 
ings of £22.9m in 2015/16, moving 
up to £25.3m by 2016/17 and £27.4m 
to save by 2017/18. 

But the council has warned it 
faces a deficit of approaching £30m 
by 2017/18 if additional savings are 
not found. More than 130 jobs will 
be axed by the council. 

The council is looking to make 
134 voluntary and two compulsory 
redundancies in 2015/16. 


School strengthens links with Africa

LINKS between Wordsley and The Gambia have been 
strengthened thanks to teachers and school pupils. 

Belle Vue Primary School in Wordsley received a 
British Council Connecting Classrooms grant to fund 
exchange visits with the African nation. 

Two members of Belle Vue staff visited The Gambia 
in March and in return Wensu Faye, a senior teacher at 
Bakau Newtown Lower Basic School, has visited Belle 
Vue. 

He worked throughout the school teaching lessons, as 
well as meeting parents and Governors to share teaching 
methods and ideas. This culminated in a Global Chil¬ 
dren’s Conference last week, also attended by pupils 
from Netherbook Primary School in Netherton. 


The conference was run by Claire Davies, deputy 
headteacher of Belle Vue and Pam Copeland of B & C 
Education who have been running trips to The Gambia 
for teachers for the last 12 years. 

The conference celebrated The Day of the African 
Child, held on June 16. 

The conference included a UN style debate where 
the children discussed whether all children should go 
to school. 

The Connecting Classrooms programme is funded by 
the British Council and UK Aid and is designed to help 
young people learn about global issues. 

It supports 5,634 schools in the UK and allows 31,000 
schools worldwide to collaborate online.

Zoo open to talks over sharing car park 


BOSSES at Dudley Zoo say that they would con¬ 
sider allowing their car park to be used by people 
attending events at a restored Dudley Hippodrome. 

The future of the landmark former theatre has 
been left in the balance after The Rok Group with¬ 
drew its plan to rescue and restore the venue, partly 
because of the failure to reach agreement over use of 
the adjacent car park owned by Dudley Zoo. 

But zoo chiefs say they are open for discussions 
over the shared use the attraction’s car park. 

A crunch meeting is taking place on Saturday at 
Dudley Council House over the ongoing saga of the 
Hippodrome. 

Members of Dudley’s UKIP group called the ex¬ 
traordinary meeting, with UKIP keen to examine 


the problems which scuppered the £8 million deal 
with The Rok Group. 

UKIP Councillor Dean Perks said it was vital that 
members representing the borough did everything 
they could to save the historic building. 

Councillor Perks said: “It appears to me there is 
no great will from the council to save the building. 

Question 

“We need to question the relevant people at the 
council and see if there is any way around the park¬ 
ing issue. 

“The Hippodrome has massive potential and we 
should do everything we can to get it reopened.” 

Dudley Zoo director Derek Grove said: “The zoo 


has welcomed discussions regarding the use of the 
zoo’s car park but now faces criticism for not agree¬ 
ing to terms which are impractical and would leave 
some of our customers with nowhere to park. 

“On several occasions this year, we have run out 
of space on our car park and, as the weather im¬ 
proves, we would expect this to continue, especially 
on weekends and during school holidays. This is 
without the additional vehicles that would be at¬ 
tracted to the Hippodrome. 

“As far as I am aware the zoo’s position has re¬ 
mained open and consistent and we are happy to 
discuss use of the car park as long as it will not 
cause damage to our business by preventing use by 
our own visitors.” 


Siblings are sent to jail 
for attacks on bus users 


A BROTHER and sister who lashed out 
at bus users during a 45-minute ram¬ 
page are behind bars. 

Drunken Whitney Maughan assaulted two 
passengers, including a 16-year-old boy, be¬ 
fore attacking two more people at Dudley bus 
station. 

It culminated with a vicious beating, in tandem 
with her brother James, on a 30-year-old man as 
he waited for his regular service home after work. 

The victim described Whitney, from Barnet 
Road, Portobello, as being like a ‘raging bull’ as 
the pair rained punches on him. 

Whitney began swinging punches at the com¬ 
muter after being told he couldn’t provide her 
with a cigarette. Moments later 22-year-old James 
weighed in with a flurry of blows before kicking the 
man in the head and rendering him unconscious 
against a row of metal seating. 

As he was out cold, Whitney even rummaged 
through his pockets and stole his mobile phone 
and £40 cash. 

A court heard the siblings ‘completely lost con¬ 
trol’. Police have branded the attacks as ‘despic¬ 
able’ and revealed CCTV was used to track them 
down. 

Lashed 

The pair had been seen on the 246 Stourbridge 
bus at around 6pm on March 5 when Whitney 
lashed out at the teenager before laying into a 
30-year-old woman who confronted them. 

Shortly after leaving the bus in Dudley, she 
yanked a 17-year-old girl’s hair, scratching her 
neck, before she and her brother turned their at¬ 
tention to the 30-year-old man in Stand G of the 
terminus. Neither the man, nor any of the other 
victims, reported the assaults. 

CCTV was circulated among staff from the Safer 
Travel Partnership. Whitney was identified by a 
PCSO who had previously challenged the 21-year- 
old over her behaviour. 

West Midlands Police issued an appeal to trace 
her and on April 13 she handed herself in to Wol¬ 
verhampton police, while James was interviewed 
by officers in prison in Manchester where he’d been 
remanded on other matters. 

Whitney admitted four counts of assault and 
theft and was jailed for 31 months at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court, while James, previously of An¬ 
gela Place, Bilston, was handed a two-year jail term 
for assault. 

Pc David Ward said: “This type of behaviour is 
despicable. They completely lost control - lashing 
out at people on a whim seemingly just for kicks.”

Wollaston. 

Dudley’s housing boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Gaye Partridge, said: 
“Dudley Council is committed to 
providing more council homes to 


meet the increasing demand for 
affordable housing across Dudley 
borough. 

“The new developments will 
provide attractive new housing 
options for people with a range 
of differing needs.” 

A public meeting was due to 
take place earlier this week for 
residents living nearby to hear 
more about the development and

Protesting 
will never 
make a 
difference 

ON my return from holiday this weekend, 
a border control official at Birmingham 
Airport scrutinised my passport very 
carefully, observing that there was still a 
sticker from a trip to Dubrovnik the pre¬ 
vious month. “You need to take that off, 
it’s obsolete,” he said abruptly. It’s greatly 
comforting that our border staff are so 
meticulous. It probably explains why we 
never have any problems with illegal im¬ 
migration. 

ISN’T it interesting that whenever there 
is talk of austerity, the police station clo¬ 
sures and library cuts are never far away. 
Yet somehow, the traffic-calming industry 
always seems to escape the brunt of the 
brutality. When was the last time you ever 
heard a local authority announce in som¬ 
bre tones that there will be no red paint, 
speed bumps or yellow lines this year be¬ 
cause the budget has been cut? 

Recently, near where I live, the local 
authority had the truly bonzer idea of in¬ 
stalling a central reservation opposite the 
bus stop, presumably with the idea that it 
will slow speeding drivers down. 

However, I suspect that 95 per cent 
of the time the boy racers will still drive 
very fast, only now they will drive very 
fast through the bus stop. It is what boy 
racers do. I doubt if the average baseball 
cap wearer stops and thinks “the coun¬ 
cil has changed the road markings, I had 
better drive like an undertaker.” 

That said, I am convinced that for the 
remaining five per cent of the time we will 
see a marked reduction in road speeds. 
Particularly when Mr Max Power drives 
splat bang into the side of the bus. 

When they said they wanted an inte¬ 
grated transport policy, I didn’t realise 
they meant quite so closely integrated. 

AFTER months of aggravation at the 
hands of various disgruntled protesters 
who have decided to take it upon them¬ 
selves to be offended on behalf of the 
people of the Black Country, it was good 
to hear that the latest anti-mosque demo 
was a bit of a damp squib. 

After all the threats of thousands of 
angry football fans coming to vent their 
spleen, fewer than 200 actually turned 
out. But, really, when was the last time 
anything in Britain was ever changed by 
folk wandering through a town centre 
with for sale boards in their hand? 

When I was at university, there seemed 
to be a demo every other week, usually 
about cuts to student grants or pit clo¬ 
sures. And what a difference that made. 

What I do remember was how the stu¬ 
dent magazine would proudly proclaim 
how many coaches it filled, but strange¬ 
ly they always managed to lose quite a 
few by the time of the protest itself. Still, 
I suppose that’s the risk you take if you 
offer free transport to London for the start 
of the Christmas sales.

HAVING every decision scrutinised, 
becoming the target of some less 
than complimentary chants, fend¬ 
ing off groups of players angry at 
your latest indiscretion. 

Who would be a football referee? Plen¬ 
ty of people, it turns out - and there are 
now more than ever in the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

The job has its fair share of pitfalls but the 
Wolverhampton’s referees association has just 
been named the largest in the UK with 132 
members. 

And the men in black say the thrill of taking 
charge of a match - whether it is watched by 
one man and his dog or thousands of support¬ 
ers - is the biggest attraction of all. 

Wolverhampton and District Referees Asso¬ 
ciation chairman Phil Reade argues the future 
of the game relies on people being willing to 
put themselves forward for the thankless task 
of taking charge of a match. 

And though the game in the lower leagues 
may not have changed dramatically in recent 
decades, referees at the top level face a whole 
new set of challenges with the development of 
technology. 

They run out onto the pitch in the knowl¬ 
edge that any mistake will be replayed and dis¬ 
sected by highly paid pundits from the comfort 
of their TV studio. 

But they keep doing it - and hundreds of of¬ 
ficials dream of getting the chance to blow the 
whistle at the country’s top matches. 

When Premier League referees’ judgement 
comes into question, it is worth remembering 
that he has worked for at least 10 years to 
reach that standard. Referees start at the bot¬ 
tom and have to climb the ladder, getting as¬ 
sessed three times every 20 games to step up a 
level. It takes plenty of determination to make 
it to level one and lead out some of the world’s

highest paid footballers, but Alan Wiley from 
Burntwood showed it was possible when he be¬ 
came one of the country’s best known officials. 

Having his fitness questioned by an irate 
Alex Ferguson after Manchester United’s 2-2 
draw with Sunderland in 2009 was a world 
away from his days in the West Midlands (Re¬ 
gional) League. 

Mr Reade, himself a level four official, says 
only people who love football would put up 
with the abuse and years of hard work. 

The 48-year-old said: “It’s a very lonely 
world when you’re a referee. It’s you against 
22 players but you get used to it and you build 
up the experience. 

“Referees that reach the top have put the 
hours in on cold Sunday mornings. 

“They do it because they love the game, not 
for the money, and it takes a lot of work to 
make your way in the game.” 


Mr Reade qualified as a referee in 1997 but 
is now stepping back from the sport as he is 
struggling to fit it around his day job as a post¬ 
man. 

But he is confident the next generation of 
officials will be better than ever. 

“We hope that one day one of our members 
will make it to the Premier League,” he said. 
“Plenty of them are good enough if they stick 
at it.” 

It is unlikely there will be many that will 
match Wolverhampton-born Jack Taylor’s 
achievements, though, after he refereed the 
1974 World Cup Final between West Germany 
and the Netherlands and famously awarded 
two penalties in the first 30 minutes. 

Tributes poured in from legends including 
Sir Trevor Brooking when Mr Taylor died 
aged 82 in 2012 - and it raises questions over 
whether today’s referees would command the 


same respect from the current stars. Mr Tay¬ 
lor told his friends that refereeing was easier 
in his era when there were fewer cameras and 
less player power. 

And the Black Country’s longest-serving 
referee John Kyte said the stars of the 1960s 
and 70s were more well-mannered. 

The 71-year-old chalked up more than 4,600 
games during a 54-year odyssey that took him 
from the Dixon Street playing fields in Park- 
fields, Wolverhampton, to Anfield and Old 
Trafford. 

He said: “Cloughie was a complete gentle¬ 
man. I always used to think how well-man¬ 
nered his teams were. There were some big 
name players, internationals like Shilton and 
the rest.But when I would go and inspect their 
studs they would all lift their legs up without 
question.” 

But he insisted this should not put anyone 
off pursuing a career as as referee, as being 
part of the weekly football ritual can become 
a way of life. 

Preserve 

“Football has been my life,” he added. “I 
just love getting out there and meeting people, 
going to the different grounds.” 

Other famous former members of the Wol¬ 
verhampton association are Alex Hamil, who 
graced the turf of every stadium in the football 
league during a 35-year career as an official, 
and Walter Wakeman who finally hung up his 
whistle at the age of 80 in 2008. 

The WRA started life in 1910 as a sub-as¬ 
sociation of the Birmingham Referees’ Asso¬ 
ciation and branched out on its own a dozen 
years later. 

And Mr Reade is keen to preserve its rich 
heritage and keep attracting younger mem¬ 
bers. He said many now realised that referee¬ 
ing could be a ‘job for life’, and school pupils 
as young as 14 are now taking courses as part 
of a Duke of Edinburgh schemes. 

Though the rise of technology and its impact 
on the game seems unstoppable, he insists 
there will always be a need for a referee. 

“As soon as you put the black uniform on it 
all changes and the players think: ‘We were 
rubbish today - who can we blame?’” he said. 

“But without a referee you haven’t got a 
game.”

Brave Rosie steps 
out to help patients

MEET Sedgley’s little Rosie Byrne, the three-year-old who 
has raised more than £300 for charity after completing a 
lap of her school playing field. 

But this was no mean feat for Rosie as she suffers from 
acute lymphoblastic leukaemia and has been in and out of 
intensive care for months and unable to walk. 

But mum Jenny said she had made ‘miracle’ progress 
and decided to raise money for Cancer Research UK and 
her friends at Birmingham’s Children’s Hospital. 

To raise the cash, Rosie walked around the field at St Mi¬ 
chael’s Catholic Primary Academy and Nursery in Telford 
Gardens, Wolverhampton. The youngster was diagnosed 
with acute lymphoblastic leukaemia just two days after be¬ 
coming a nursery pupil at the school. 

Jenny, aged 35 from Hickmerelands Lane, Sedgley, said 
the last few months had been heartbreaking for the family 
but they were all so proud of their little fighter. 

“To see her walking again now is a miracle for us,” she 
said. “She has been walking with a frame and took her first 
unaided steps in months.” 


Network is 
forced to 
close by 
rising costs 


A CHARITY in Dudley that has helped gen¬ 
erations of families over the past 26 years is 
being forced to fold. 

St Thomas’s Community Network in Kates Hill 
has suffered the loss of vital funding used to stage 
courses and pay qualified staff. 

Around 35 members of staff, the majority of which are 


part time, are at risk of los¬ 
ing their jobs. 

The centre where the 
charity is based holds ed¬ 
ucation courses, training 
sessions and community ac¬ 
tivities and welcomes more 
than 100 people a week 
through its doors. 

Bosses said they had no 
option but to close the char¬ 
ity after being warned that 
debts could spiral. 

Chairman of trustees 
and ward councillor Steve 
Waltho, now Mayor of Dud¬ 
ley, said the centre was hit 
after a number of organ¬ 
isation either reduced or 
ended their funding for the 
charity. 

The network had also 
been unsuccessful in secur¬ 
ing further major grants 
from the National Lottery. 

Mr Waltho said it suf¬ 
fered its first major blow 
five years ago when it lost

£80,000 worth of funding, 
which had paid for its chief 
executive and office man¬ 
agers. Heating costs of the 
1932 building include an¬ 
nual bills of around £8,000 
and a replacement boiler 
could cost £10,000. 

Mr Waltho said: “St 
Thomas’s Network is a 
unique facility with a mix¬ 
ture of devoted employed 
staff and volunteers which 
will be greatly missed by 
all who use its services and 
premises. In these very dif¬ 
ficult financial times the 
irony is that the network 
and its services are as rel¬ 
evant as ever. In ageing 
premises with ever rising 
running costs and funding 
all but drying up, the board 
of trustees had no choice but 
to make the heart-breaking 
decision to close.”

The Boy In The Striped Pyjamas, 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 

THE success of this poignant play, a 
fable drawn from the horrors of the 
Holocaust, rested on the shoulders of 
two young boys. 

With barely a word out of place, 
young Finlay Wright-Stephens as 
Bruno and Tom Hibberd as Schmuel, 
were excellent as the youngsters who 
form a friendship through the barbed 
wire of Auschwitz concentration camp. 

The innocence of the nine-year-olds, 
particularly that of Nazi comman¬ 
dant’s son Bruno, throws into contrast 
the horrible banality of the evil that 
surrounds them when apparently sane 
adults accept mass murder as normal. 

The very successful novel by John 


THEATRE 

Boyne, here well adapted by Angus 
Jackson and directed by Joe Murphy, 
ends with the sins of the father being 
visited upon the son. 

It is highly contrived and I wonder 
if Bruno discovering his beloved father 
was actually a monster would have 
been even more effective. 

But any play that gets a new gener¬ 
ation thinking about how such evil as 
the Holocaust could happen is a good 
thing. 

The design was very effective with 
its revolving stage and chapter head¬ 
ings appearing as if typed onto a back¬ 


cloth which also made good use of 
projected images. 

There was solid support from an 
adult cast, particularly Helen Ander¬ 
son as the outspoken anti-Nazi Ger¬ 
man grandmother. 

Phil Cheadle as Father and Ed 
Brody as Kotler managed to avoid cre¬ 
ating simple villains, investing their 
two Nazi officers with some humanity, 
which made them all the more chilling. 

It was another high quality pro¬ 
duction from the Children’s Touring 
Partnership, who have also staged 
Goodnight Mister Tom and Swallows 
And Amazons at the Grand.

With a cheeky glint in her eye, 
Una says age is no barrier to 
getting failing dentures fixed. 
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U NA Oakley is 86 years young and it 
shows. Spritely, articulate, eager to 
embrace life, she is the epitome of what 
being senior should be.

Parties clash on 
housing stats 

MORE than 71,000 homes have been built 
in the West Midlands since 2009, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

Statistics from the Valuation Office 
Agency, show an increase of 16,100 homes 
in the West Midlands between March 2014 
and March 2015. 

Communities Secretary Greg Clark said 
the figures showed ‘how our efforts have got 
the country building again’. 

The figures show there are now 136,000 
homes in Dudley, 130,270 in Sandwell, 
113,180 in Walsall, 107,560 in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, and 46,320 in South Staffordshire. 

But Emma Reynolds, Labour MP for 
Wolverhampton North East, claimed home 
ownership, the number of affordable homes 
and the level of housebuilding had all fallen 
under the Conservatives. 


Jailed fraudster will pay £50k 
to compensate his customers 


A COWBOY workman has forked out 
£50,000 for compensation for vic¬ 
tims of his ‘driveway’ con. 

The payment was made by cheque to 
Dudley Council by 46-year-old father-of-11 
Patrick Dunne, which will help with the 
cost of the local authority prosecution, 
that saw the fraudster locked up for 15 
months. 

He was charged after his company JJ Cal¬ 
laghan laid dodgy drives throughout the Black 
Country. 


Mr Philip Brunt, representing the council, 
said: “The authority has received the cheque 
and, as a result, proceeds of crime proceedings 
against him have been discontinued.” 

Dunne had pocketed £15,000 after tricking 
five households into paying for driveways into 
which cars sank within days of work being fin¬ 
ished. They will now all be compensated. 

Prosecutor Mark Jackson told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court: “He is a menace to the com¬ 
munity. He ran a fraudulent business and 
conned his customers in almost every aspect of 
his dealings with them. 


“He lied about his name, his business address, 
that works were guaranteed, that his business 
offered the best in customer care, when pay¬ 
ments for work would be requested and what 
work would be carried out. He failed over and 
over again to provide customers with informa¬ 
tion about their right to cancel their contract 
and the quality of his work was appalling.” 

Dunne from Stafford Road, Coven was jailed 
after admitting being involved in a business car¬ 
ried on to defraud customers and pleaded guilty 
to 12 further fraud charges and eight of mislead¬ 
ing commercial practice. 


Two raids on 
the High Street 

THIEVES stole money and computers af¬ 
ter two businesses were targeted in Lye 
last week. 

Flash in the Pan restaurant and K&K 
Travel, both in High Street, were both 
broken into. Crooks forced the front doors 
of both properties. The raids took place 
overnight and staff arrived the next day 
to find their businesses damaged. 

Around £250 was taken from Flash in 
the Pan while cash and IT equipment was 
stolen from the travel agents.

Two of the Humboldts youngsters have 
just fled the nest after staying with their 
parents for two months. 

The other seven are still being looked 
after by their parents in their nesting boxes. 
The zoo’s head of birds, Kellie Piper, said it 
was ‘very exciting’ to have penguin babies, 
especially as it was early in the breeding 
season. 

She said: “The first two came out of the 
nest last week and have joined the rest of 
the colony. The chicks stay in the nest for 
the first two months when their mum and 
dad both feed them.” 

Zoo director Derek Grove said: “The lat¬ 
est births are another success story for our 
international breeding and conservation 


programme with this endangered species. 
Here at Dudley Zoo we have the largest col¬ 
ony of parent-reared Humboldts in the UK, 
which we started 24 years ago, and we’re 
incredibly proud of what we’ve achieved.” 

Humboldts are one of the rarest species 
of penguin and are vulnerable to extinction 
due to climate change and the depletion of 
food stocks in the wild. 

Meanwhile, Dudley Zoo’s clan of meer- 
kats have been introduced to a new health¬ 
ier diet to keep them fit and improve their 
dental hygiene.

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Unit helps 
the victims 
of forced 
marriages 


HIDDEN in the Black Country, vulnerable 
women, men, children, and even the disa¬ 
bled, are imprisoned in a life of servitude. 

As victims of forced marriage, they are often 
raped, beaten, and live an existence akin to slavery. 

It is estimated between 8,000 and 10,000 people in the 
UK are forced into a marriage - a rate of 30 per day. 

The Chronicle’s sister newspaper, the Express & Star 


has lifted the lid on this 
abhorrent crime that mas¬ 
querades under the cloak of 
religion and culture. 

Last year alone, 399 vic¬ 
tims from the West Mid¬ 
lands called charity Karma 
Nirvana for help over forced 
marriage. Since January the 
charity has had 213 calls. 

The charity supports vic¬ 
tims and survivors of forced 
marriage and honour crime 
and says the West Midlands 
is one of the top five worst 
areas for the crimes. 

The Forced Marriage Unit 
- a specialist team from the 
Home Office and Foreign 
Office - goes a step further. 
They say the West Midlands 
is the second worst region 
for this offence, accounting 
for 12 per cent of all cases 
in the UK. 

Figures released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act, reveals West Midlands 
Police has recorded 85 cases 
where suspected forced mar¬ 
riage had been flagged up in 
the last five years. 

Cruel 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson said: “Forced mar¬ 
riage is an important issue 
that we are working hard to 
tackle. It is a cruel and un¬ 
acceptable crime. 

“This crime has been hid¬ 
den for too long and we need 
to bring it out into the open. 

“I want victims to know 
that if they come forward, 
that this crime is taken very 
seriously and that support 
will be there to help them. 

“The most important 
thing is that we have the 
services in place to help

victims out of these situa¬ 
tions.” 

The number of forced 
marriages recorded by po¬ 
lice in the West Midlands 
is at its highest rate for five 
years. Police recorded 29 
in 2014 - up from 11 the 
year before. There was 15 
in 2012, seven in 2011 and 
23 in 2010. The figures re¬ 
veal 79 victims were female, 
five male, 11 were children. 
Just 12 people were charged 
with offences ranging from 
sexual abuse and violence. 

Most victims are of south 
Asian origin but there have 
been cases amongst eastern 
European and traveller/ 
gypsy families. 

Wolverhampton North 
East MP Emma Reynolds 
said: “I am concerned about 
the problem in the West 
Midlands and I am sure 
these figures do not tell the 
full story. I expect there are 
many more out there who 
remain hidden.”

'No fancy dress' 
edict for new MP

WOULD a Dudley manifes¬ 
to help Labour get back in 
touch with the electorate and 
win in 2020? Alex Salmond 
seems to think so. 

Labour has belatedly woken up 
to the realisation that most people 
in Britain want a referendum on 
the EU and has dropped its oppo¬ 
sition. 

Ed Miliband’s mealy-mouthed rhet¬ 
oric was about a referendum only in 
the event of a transfer of powers to 
Brussels. 

What he appeared to have failed to 
grasp entirely was how many people 
felt things have already gone too far. 

Whether they have or not is a mat¬ 
ter for debate and for renegotiation. 
But the referendum is long overdue. 

Miffed 

Ian Austin, Labour MP for Dud¬ 
ley North, is one of the few who has 
been saying for many years that a ref¬ 
erendum was necessary. He wanted it 
sooner rather than later. 

But in the Commons last week the 
SNP’s Mr Salmond, campaigning 
against the referendum, suggested Mr 
Austin had been happily campaigning 
against it before Labour’s election de¬ 
feat made them think otherwise. 

Mr Austin was rather miffed and 
raised a point of order with Speaker 
John Bercow to correct the record. 

A tickled Speaker replied that Mr 
Salmond ‘wasn’t attending closely to 
election literature in Dudley, his mind

being perhaps focused elsewhere’. 
Dudley’s one place all the parties need 
to focus their attentions on. 

It delivered seven UKIP councillors 
and its Parliamentary constituencies 
all saw their incumbents’ majorities 
increase at the General Election - 
three for the Tories and one for La¬ 
bour. That suggests a breadth of views 
and opinions with which to form the 
next set of manifesto pledges. Alex 
Salmond can certainly be forgiven for 
taking little interest in Dudley. The 
Tories and Labour, not to mention the 
Greens who have a councillor there, 
must never take it for granted. 

Meanwhile Walsall’s David Winn- 
ick asked whether the Prime Min¬ 
ister might employ the same choice 
term once used by John Major for 
any Eurosceptic rebels in his cabinet. 
Foreign secretary Philip Hammond 


Dudley North Labour MP Ian Austin 

assured him he will not. What term, 
you ask? How to describe it in a family 
newspaper... ‘a person born of parents 
not married to each other’. 

The spectre of Aidan Burley’s at¬ 
tendance at a stag party where the 
groom wore a Nazi uniform haunted 
the Tories for much of the last Par¬ 
liament. But it was laid to rest by the 
success of Amanda Milling, who held 
on to Cannock Chase when many 
would have predicted Labour would 
win it back. 

Ms Milling was welcomed to West¬ 
minster in the Commons by the work 
and pensions secretary Iain Duncan 
Smith with some wise words: “As 
she represents Cannock Chase, I will 
offer her one little bit of advice: She 
should make sure she does not wear 
any fancy dress, as this does not help 
one’s prospects.”

Birthday brings back memories of 
ill-fated Arnhem fight for Tom, 90 


HE IS one of the Black Country’s 
last remaining survivors of the 
ill-fated Battle of Arnhem and he 
has celebrated his 90th birthday 
with comrades at the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion Club in Willenhall. 

It was a bitter sweet experience for 
Tom Brewin, as the Second World War 
veteran recalled his memories of the 
bloody battle fought in and around the 
small Dutch town in September 1944, 
and his subsequent capture which saw 
him held as a PoW for eight months. 

Mr Brewin, from Penn, Wolverhampton, 
is one of the last few living veterans of the 
ill-fated military operation. 

He is the current president of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Parachute Regiment Associ¬ 
ation, and on June 2 he was joined by 15 
fellow members for a chat and a few pints 
to celebrate his birthday at the Willenhall 
British Legion base. Although Mr Brewin 
says the group prefer not to dwell on the

conflict these days, his memories of his time 
in the war remain vivid to this day. 

Mr Brewin was called up at the age of 18 
and after training in Glasgow and Worces¬ 
ter, he was posted to the 2nd Battalion 
South Staffs Regiment in Christmas 1944, 
which by that time was already an airborne 
battalion. 

At that time morale among the regiment 
was low. After taking part in the invasion of 
Sicily more than 100 troops drowned after 
being dropped in the Mediterranean one 
mile from shore. 

“Sicily had been a disaster for those that 
were there. It was almost a relief to go to 
Arnhem to get away from it all.” 

It was expected to be a straightforward 
mission with little opposition from the 
Nazis, but a very different story unfolded. 

The troops landed, via gliders, in a field 
on the northern side of Wolfhagen. 


Their first day, September 17, 1944, was 
incident-free, but by the following morning 
it emerged that the Divisional Commander 
was missing. “He had been taken by the 
Germans,” said Mr Brewin. 

“We were supposed to stay and protect 
the landing zone for the next day’s second 
lift, but the order changed and we were told 
to find our way to the bridge over the Rhine. 

“But the Jerries were very smart at 
blocking all the approaches to the bridge.” 

Just 10 days after landing the entire 
battalion was captured when they became 
stranded on a river bank in the town of 
Oosterbeek. “Dawn broke and we were all 
there on the banks of the river, with no 
ammo and no food,” Mr Brewin continued. 
“There must have been a good 200 of us. 

“We had a choice, pack up or get shot. 
They surrounded us and marched us all the 
way to Arnhem to show us off to the Dutch. 
It was their way of saying they weren’t fin¬ 
ished yet.” The British troops were loaded 
onto cattle trucks at the railway station. 

“They said they’d give us rations for 24 


hours for a 17-hour journey, but we were 
on there for five days,” added Mr Brewin. 
As a PoW, he was mainly based in prison 
camps in Czechoslovakia. He describes the 
day of liberation as ‘a complete anti-climax’. 
“It was a strange day. We woke up and all 
the guards had gone. We presumed they’d 
just abandoned their posts. 

“The Russians came past but they had 
no food for us. We made it and the Ameri¬ 
cans looked after us. Within a day we were 
put on a plane to Belgium and then back to 
England.” 

For Mr Brewin getting home to Whitmore 
Reans was ‘a bloody beautiful feeling’, but 
his father Alvin was less than impressed 
with his wartime endeavours. 

“The old chap was in the Coldstream 
Guards and fought through the Battle of 
Mons without getting wounded,” recalled 
Mr Brewin. “He called me a 10-day soldier, 
because that’s how long I was over there 
before being captured!” 

In 1949 Mr Brewin married Annie, who 
is now 91, and the pair had four children.

MEET Oscar, the adventur¬ 
ous Great Dane pup who 
had his own mini pub crawl 
across South Staffordshire. 

He disappeared from a pub at 
Himley and turned up two days 
later in a beer garden in Wom- 
bourne. 

While the 16-month-old was wan¬ 
dering, desperate owner Sara Swinn, 
of Penn, launched a social media cam¬ 
paign to find him. People came from as 
far as Liverpool to join the search after 
seeing Facebook updates. 


“I am so delighted to have Oscar 
back. So many people, complete 
strangers, helped in any way they 
could after I got the message out 
there,” said Sara. 

“I particularly want to thank the 
members of the Great Danes UK Face- 
book page for all of their help. Some of 
the members of that group came down 
from Liverpool and Chester for the 
day, just to help look for Oscar. It was 
absolutely over whelming.” 

Oscar got out of his collar at The 
Dudley Arms and ran awaywhen he 
was being walked by a friend of Sara. 
He was eventually found 48 hours 


later in the beer garden of The Vine in 
Wombourne, after being spotted sev¬ 
eral times in different locations. 

“He is a large dog, especially for his 
age, but he is a big softy,” said Sara. 

“We had so many people say that 
they saw him but no one seemed to be 
able to get him on a lead. 

“Police were also worried that be¬ 
cause of his size he could cause an 
accident. 

“He was really frightened when the 
police finally found him. 

“He didn’t even recognise me 
straight away but I am so glad he is 
back.”

Muse get heavy — Dominic Howard, Matthew Bellamy and Chris Wolstenholme 


DEVONIAN stadium rockers 
Muse are at their very best 
when they go over the top... 
so are very good indeed 
on seventh studio album 
Drones. 

An anti-militarism concept album 
(with classic prog rock/Pink Floyd style 
sleeve), it is full of the kind of Queen¬ 
like grand gestures that have made 
them firm favourites, apparent on the 
anthemic Mercy, Defector and Revolt. 

They also rock very heavy indeed, 
the spirit of Black Sabbath infusing the 
swaggering Psycho and singer-gui¬ 
tarist Matt Bellamy providing fretwork 
fireworks on Reapers. And if you want 
epic, how about The Globalist, clock¬ 
ing in at ten minutes. 

Muse don’t cover new territory here 
but they do what they do very well. 

The buzz around London four-piece 
Wolf Alice started more than two 
years ago with debut single Fluffy and 
gathered pace with support slots for 
the Manics and others. Some have 
seemed to write off the outfit fronted 
by Ellie Rowsell as grunge revivalists 
before hearing debut LP, My Love Is 
Cool. There’s more to them than that. 

Opener Turn To Dust blends spooky 
folk with Twin Peaks atmospherics, the 
funky Foals-like Bros looks back at 
childhood and the intense Pixies influ¬ 
enced You’re A Germ is a howling con¬ 
demnation of a sexual predator. 

Drummer Joel Amery delivers a 
dreamy vocal for the haunting pastoral 
Swallowtail, whilst Rowsell gives a light 
pop vocal for the swirling Soapy Water. 
Flowever, the fearsome Fluffy still deliv¬ 
ers those grunge dynamics and high- 
pitched squeals. 

Jason Derulo covers all bases on 


his album Everything Is 4. It opens 
with a slick double salvo of top-notch 
R&B/pop songs Want To Want Me and 
Cheyenne (you can almost hear him 
thinking beat that Bruno Mars and Sam 
Smith). 

Nor does he scrimp on the quirky 
hooks that first got him noticed, Get 
Ugly and Pull-Up both have irritatingly 
catchy effects. 

Fie also scores high with special 
guest collaborations, enlisting rising 
star Meghan Trainor on pop gem Pain¬ 
killer, Jennifer Lopez on Try Me and 
both Stevie Wonder (for his harmonica) 
and Keith Urban on the funky/bluesy 
Broke. Fle’s actually eclipsed by Julia 
Michaels’ power vocal performance in 
the duet Trade Flearts. 

This album is full of potential hit sin¬ 
gles, you could soon be hearing a lot of 
Love Me Down and X2CU. 

The superstar from Florida is due to 
play Birmingham’s Barclaycard Arena 
on January 30, 2016. 

No one else sounds like Everything 
Everything, due to Jonathan Higgs’ 
rapid-fire often falsetto vocals (in nor¬ 
mal register he reminds me of Tom 


Robinson and Julian Cope). Their fre¬ 
netic, restless pop/rock is distinctive, 
amusing, bizarre and appealing on 
third album Get To Heaven. 

Highlights include Distant Past, 
reminiscent of Danish popsters Jun¬ 
ior Senior, the disco shuffle of Get To 
Heaven, the portentous Fortune 500, 
the rap and wailer Blast Doors, as gor¬ 
geously outlandish as Billy McKenzie’s 
Associates, and the Philip Glass influ¬ 
enced euphoric Zero Pharoah. 

London band Gengahr make an im¬ 
pressive debut with A Dream Outside 
and it’s a real grower. The psych indie 
outfit have a sound built around falset¬ 
to vocals by Felix Bushe and John Vic¬ 
tor’s exciting guitar motifs. 

Moody surf instrumental Dark Star 
robs the album of its momentum mid¬ 
way but there are plenty of stand-out 
tracks including the woozy new single 
Heroine and plaintive Bathed In Light. 
Check them out if you like Bombay Bi¬ 
cycle Club and/or Tame Impala. 

After supporting The Maccabees in 
May, Gengahr have a gig in their own 
right at the Hare And Hounds in Kings 
Heath on October 12.

AN ‘evil’ woman who fed her drug 
habit by preying on an 80-year- 
old stroke victim has been jailed 
for two years and eight months. 

Amy Sutton escaped with irreplace¬ 
able jewellery after tricking her way 
into the woman’s home in Dudley. 

The shameless 29-year-old knew that the 
front door to the flat was left unlocked to 
allow carers’ access, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The woman, who had suffered 
four strokes in ten years, recognised Sutton 
and the pair started a conversation during 
which she revealed where her jewellery was 
hidden. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said the 
vulnerable woman was deliberately tar¬ 
geted. “The defendant was shown where 
the jewellery was kept. She was in the prop¬ 
erty for 40 minutes before asking to ring for 
a taxi, having seen that the phone was next 
to the drawer which held the jewellery,” he 
added, 

Sutton took four chains and a bangle, a 
haul worth £1,600 which she sold for half 
that to buy cocaine and heroin. The jewel¬ 
lery, which was not insured, was priceless 
to the disabled widow who had been given 
it by her late husband. 

Sentimental 

She told police afterwards: “I did not stop 
crying for two and a half days. That woman 
acted as if she was so sweet and charming, 
when in reality she was the most evil per¬ 
son I have met in my life.” 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, defending, said 
Sutton’s life had been ruined by heroin but 
she was determined to deal with the addic¬ 
tion. Sutton, of Shadwell Drive, Lower Gor- 
nal, had a string of previous convictions. 
She admitted the March burglary, 

When sentencing her, Recorder Mark 
Rhind who told her: “This is the kind of of¬ 
fence that even the criminal fraternity look 
down on. When she proudly showed you her 
jewellery you must have known the huge 
sentimental importance it held for her.”

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Disappointment for ambulance 
chiefs at decision over ill line 


AMBULANCE service bosses are ‘hugely disappointed’ after 
they were turned down in their bid to run the NHS non-emer¬ 
gency helpline. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service stepped in to run the 111 service 
in 2013 after the former organisation NHS Direct pulled out. 

The service is run in Staffordshire by Staffordshire Doctors Urgent Care Ser¬ 
vice. But the ambulance service, along with other bidders, was turned down 
- when they applied to run it elsewhere 


Vacancies on 
the rise for 
professionals 

A LEADING recruiter says there was 
an 11 per cent increase in the number 
of jobs available for professionals in 
the West Midlands last month. 

The contract recruitment index 
prepared by Venn Group, which mon¬ 
itors contractor demand across the 
West Midlands, saw the number of job 
vacancies advertised rise from 1,926 
in April to 2,137. 

It said there was a boom in demand 
for NHS workforce planners to tackle 
staff shortages and the finance sector 
was driving contractor demand. 

Avtar Singh, director of Venn 
Group, said: “The West Midlands, like 
many other regions, has experienced 
a boom in the workforce planning 
and medical staffing arenas in light 
of recent staff shortages. In attempts 
to streamline spending, many trusts 
are also drafting in financial planning 
professionals to realign NHS budg¬ 
ets. Increased funding within mental 
health has seen a huge rise in demand 
for supported housing managers.”

“This is despite being one of the 
highest performing 111 providers 
in the country each week, for many 
months bringing stability to the sys¬ 
tem that was previously not there. 

“Since we stepped in to take over 
the service from NHS Direct in No¬ 
vember 2013, we have invested con¬ 
siderable time in providing additional 
training to staff to ensure the service 
operates safely. 

“We have also increased the number 
of nurses and paramedics which has 
resulted in a significant reduction in 
the number of patients being sent to 
A&E or requiring an ambulance un¬ 
necessarily. Despite this huge amount 
of work undertaken by the trust, 
commissioners have informed us that 
while the necessary standards were 
met for quality, we could not agree a 
price for a service that we felt would 
be safe or sustainable.”

Morale slips in sandwell 


LESS than half of staff at 
a Black Country NHS trust 
would recommend working 
there to a friend, a survey has 
revealed. 

Just 48 per cent of nearly 1,000 
workers asked at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Trust gave a posi¬ 
tive response to the ‘friends and family 
test’. 

That was the worst result in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire and 
nearly 20 per cent below the national 


average. It comes as 200 staff face the 
axe in the next year at the trust, which 
bosses admit has affected morale. 

Walsall was also far below the aver¬ 
age with 52 per cent, compared to 62 
per cent in Wolverhampton and 58 per 
cent at the University Hospital North 
Midlands NHS Trust, which runs the 
County Hospital in Stafford. 

Only Dudley, at 85 per cent, came in 
above the England average of 67 per 
cent. 

Staff were surveyed in April. Six 
months earlier 68 per cent of staff said 
they would recommend working at the 


trust that runs Sandwell Hospital and 
City Hospital in Winson Green. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust’s score rocketed from 65 per 
cent to 85 per cent. 

More than 4,000 staff were ques¬ 
tioned across the five trusts. The sur¬ 
vey is intended to monitor the mood of 
staff in the NHS so bosses can address 
any issues. 

In Sandwell the job losses are the 
next phase of wider plans by Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
Trust to cut around 1,400 posts over 
five years.

‘I HAVE grown up with 
the songs and now I play 
them to my children.

This fan’s words were ech¬ 
oed by the thousands of others 
eagerly packed into Banks’s 
Stadium for a once-in-a-life- 
time performance by Sir El¬ 
ton John, writes Katy-Rose 
Meaney. 

“He is a legend,” continues 
the excited Emma Fox, 31, from 
Aldridge. “I am honoured to see 
him perform. It is my first time and 
to see him sing in my home town 
is the icing on the cake. The show

The threatening 
wet weather did nothing to damp¬ 
en their spirits as people - many 
dressed in wacky glasses, bright¬ 
ly-coloured suits and even Union 
Flag jackets - chanted the lyrics 
to Sir Elton’s best-known songs as 
they flooded through the gates. 

It was a show for all generations 
for the Coates family from Pel- 
sall. Mother Lisa said: “I’ve been 
a fan for around 30 years and my 
son James became a fan when he 
started playing the keyboard when 
he was seven. I’ve always wanted 
to see him live and here is just per- 
fect.’To kick-start the night, sup¬ 
port act Bright Light Bright Light 
entertained the crowd ahead of the 
arrival of the main man. 

Once on stage, Sir Elton let his 
legendary status do most of the 
talking, although he did thank the 
audience and the football club. 

He opened his set with Funer¬ 
al for a Friend/Love Lies Bleeding 
before performing a selection of 
songs from the Goodbye Yellow 



14,000 enjoyed the amazing performance with the rain mostly holding off 



Brick Road album, which recent¬ 
ly celebrated its 40th anniversary. 
Fans stood and absorbed his per¬ 
formances, not taking their eyes 
off his fingers dancing across the 
piano as they bashed out each 
classic on the stage. He went on to 
perform Candle in the Wind - the 
first song to have the entire crowd 
singing along, word for word. 

Sir Elton talked to the crowd 
throughout the gig, thanking them 
for their years of support. 

He said it was ‘wonderful to be 
here’, adding: “Thank you, thank 
you, thank you. For your loyalty, 


your spirit and generosity through 
good times and bad,” he said. The 
former Watford chairman is be¬ 
lieved to have chosen the venue 
because he had fond memories of 
the football club. 

“You have been an amazing au¬ 
dience Walsall,” he said. “Thank 
you Walsall Football Club for mak¬ 
ing me so welcome. I hope you 
have a fabulous season.” 

At the end of the two-and-a-half- 
hour gig, the 68-year-old simply 
bowed to the audience, ending the 
night with an encore of just one 
more song, Crocodile Rock.

IT’S very rare that I am not rush¬ 
ing from work to review a show 
or concert in Birmingham. 

So when one popped up on a Sunday 
evening I decided to make a day of it. 
A bit of retail therapy followed by a bit 
of wine therapy - perfect. 

As the show was at the Symphony Hall 
the obvious eating choice was Brindley Place 
and it just so happened that a week or two 
earlier I had had an email on the Discover 
Wine Campaign at All Bar One, just over 
the canal bridge. As a wine lover this was 
just too good an opportunity to miss. 

This stylish city bar, which recently had 
a major refurb, specialises in cocktails and 
runs its own cocktail-making classes - but 
more on that later. There is a large outside 
eating area but we opted for inside and were 
shown to our corner seat by a very friendly

and helpful waiter called Bob. Menus al¬ 
ready on the table, we very quickly decided 
to go for the ‘small plates’. They advise five 
between two at a total cost of £26 - very 
good value at just £13 each for a share of 
actually very generous taster portions. 

We opted for beetroot cured salmon gra- 
vadlax with goat’s curd and apple, corian¬ 
der, za’atar spice mix and tzatziki, slow 
cooked pork with creamed potato, apple 
and vanilla ketchup and pork crackling, 
Szechuan-coated crispy calamari, with red 
chilli and served with wasabi dip, ginger 
teriyaki chicken skewers with pickled vege¬ 
tables and sesame seeds and wild Patagon¬ 
ian prawns in garlic, chilli and lemon with 
grilled rosemary foccacia. 

All very tasty and very well presented. 
The bar holds regular events including a 


wine of the month and although the cock¬ 
tails prove very popular with the young as 
we are now, how can I put it, a little more 
mature we do like a drop of wine. 

Luckily for us the wine event was still 
running. It was due to end the middle of 
June but look out for it if it comes around 
again. It is definitely worth it. 

Experience 

So before our food arrived we were joined 
by team leader Shaun who took us through 
the different wines, and there were a lot of 
them! We were shown how to pick up the 
aromas and which wines went best with 
each of the dishes. Although young, Shaun 
has a wealth of experience in this field, 
some of it picked up on cruise ships. 

We started with the white wines and 
after a while I was managing to pick out the 
different aromas but still had no idea of the 


region. Then we moved on to our favourite, 
red wine, by which time I must admit I was 
probably getting a little bit tipsy. 

Shaun advised to drink water between 
the different samples to clear out palate so 
at least the wine was being ‘ watered down’ 
- after all I did have a show to review! 

On to dessert and as I have a very sweet 
tooth I went for the chocolate, orange and 
mascarpone mousse cake. Delicious, the 
calorie count was on the menu but I didn’t 
even bother checking. My husband went 
for lemon torte with raspberry sorbet. 

Cocktails are very popular with the young 
and cocktail making classes are a big attrac¬ 
tion. They cost £20 and include three cock¬ 
tails. All Bar One is a perfect place to eat 
out or pop for a drink after work. And if you 
are going to the ICC, Barclaycard Arena 
the one at Waters Edge, BrindleyPlace is 
perfectly placed.

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Apartments proposed for grounds of Tettenhall College 


Plans to turn land at an historic Wolver¬ 
hampton School into dozens of apartments for 
the elderly have been lodged by developers. 

McCarthy and Stone want to build a total of 
58 apartments on a large plot of vacant land 
at the grounds of Tettenhall College on Tet¬ 
tenhall Wood. 

Bosses of the school say the sale of the land 
will help them in their long-term efforts to in¬ 
vest in new buildings and facilities. 

The new apartments will be based on land 


currently occupied by a car park. The flats will 
be for elderly residents who require a high 
level of on-site care. 

The apartments, which would be staffed 24 
hours a day, will also bring new jobs to the 
area with up to 17 new positions available 
should plans get given the green light. 

The plans also include car parking and the 
creation of ‘attractive’ landscaped gardens. 

The submitted plans comes just weeks after 
McCarthy and Stone consulted with residents 


close by to the school, including inviting them 
to a public exhibition in April, which was at¬ 
tended by 60 residents. 

McCarthy and Stone, a leading developer 
of retirement apartments, claim the arrival of 
the new apartments would help the housing 
needs of Wolverhampton’s elderly residents. 

It says there are only 252 private specialist 
housing units in the city for purchase, as op¬ 
posed to rent, to meet the requirements of the 
elderly population. 


Developers also say the application come a 
time when Wolverhampton’s elderly popula¬ 
tion is expected to increase by 38 per cent by 
2035. 

Darren Humphreys, regional managing di¬ 
rector at McCarthy and Stone said the appli¬ 
cation helps fulfil demand for accommodation. 

“We’ve strived to introduce a scheme that 
respects the local Conservation Area and in¬ 
creases the housing choice for residents in 
later life, particularly those residents who 


want to remain in a home of their own but 
require some additional care and support,” 
he said. 

“There is a strong and growing demand for 
Assisted Living accommodation and it is im¬ 
portant that a community meets the housing 
need of all its residents.” 

The plans will be decided by Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council’s planning committee this 
year.

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Big future for new Captur

Renault’s track record in the 
small car sector is up there with 
the best so it’s little wonder that 
the new Captur is making waves 
in the supermini crossover mar¬ 
ket. 

It’s the company’s first foray into the 
sector with chic looks, plenty of versa¬ 
tility, is fun to drive and well kitted-out 
for life on the move. 

Captur sets itself apart from the pack with 
muscular bodywork, built on the same un¬ 
derpinnings as the highly successful Clio 
but with a longer platform, a more spacious 
cabin, extra load space and wider tracks to 
ensure the looks are matched by handling 
performance. 

Captur is available in the UK in four trims, 




starting with the entry level Expression + that 
includes 16inch alloy wheels, cruise control, 
manual air conditioning, Renault’s hands¬ 
free key card with push button start, front fog 
lights, body coloured bumpers, Electronic 
Stability Controland Traction Control, elec¬ 
tric windows front and rear and electrically 
adjustable and heated door mirrors. The en¬ 
try model also gets Hill Start Assist (HSA), 
trip computer and Renault’s ECO system for 
maximising fuel and emissions efficiency. 

The Dynamique Nav come with Re¬ 
nault’s integrated, tablet-style seven-inch 
touchscreen display. As well as the Navteq 
Nav’n’Go satellite navigation system, it ena¬ 
bles access to on-board connectivity and a 
growing range of apps for information, enter¬ 
tainment and easier journeys. 

A four-speaker Arkamys® audio system, 
Bluetooth and a USB port are included in the 
specification, along with 17-inch alloys and a 
cornering function in the front fog lights. 

Seat covers that can be unzipped and 
machine washed at home are also featured, 
another of Captur’s useful innovations that 
families are sure to appreciate. 

On test was the next model in the range, 
Dynamique S Nav, which also has rear park¬ 
ing sensors, a folding function on door mir¬ 
rors and extra-tinted rear window and tail¬ 
gate glass and hitting the road at £18,495. 
Options fitted included metallic paint, heated 
front seats, European mapping, Tom-Tom 
navigation, interior style pack, R-Link mul¬ 
timedia system and rear parking camera 
pushed the price up to £19,195. 

The dCi90 had a top speed of 106mph 
and 0-62mph in 13.1 seconds but more im¬ 
portantly produced combined fuel figures of

76.4mpg - Renault claim 83.1mpg on the 
extra urban cycle and just 95g/km of emis¬ 
sions. 

Inside there’s ample room for five pas¬ 
sengers and the 60/40 split rear bench can 
be slid forwards or backwards or folded 
flat. The boot is big enough too, offering a 
variable boot floor and 455 litres of space, 
easily passing the golf club test. 

On the road there’s very little engine or 
wind noise, though the suspension is a lit¬ 


tle noisy when put to the test. You get six 
airbags, stability control, emergency brake 
assist and hill-start assist as standard on 
the entire range and the Captur achieved 
a five-star Euro NCAP crash test rating. 
There are deadlocks and a Thatchum ap¬ 
proved immobiliser. 

A week behind the wheel was long 
enough to suggest that this model has a 
big future in the UK where the supermini 
crossover sector continues to grow. 



Express & Star

new Astra

Vauxhall has revealed images of the all-new 
seventh-generation Astra, which will reach 
production later this year at the compa¬ 
ny’s Ellesmere Port manufacturing plant in 
Cheshire. 

Based on an all-new lightweight vehicle architec¬ 
ture with a new design, powertrains and technolo¬ 
gy, Astra will receive its world premiere at the 2015 
Frankfurt Motor Show in September. 

The Astra is a household name for British car buyers with 
over 2.9 million sold in the UK over the last 36 years with 
over 50,000 last year. 

Depending on the model and trim level it will be up to 
200kg (130kg on average) lighter than its predecessor. The 
completely new vehicle architecture plays a major role in 
the weight reduction. Every component was checked for 
compact design and lightweight materials. The body shell 
weight alone was reduced by 20 per cent from 357kg to 
280kg. 

Additional, chassis-related measures resulted in a further 
50kg weight loss. These include high-strength and ultra- 
high-strength low-weight steels, compact subframes as well 
as weight reductions to the front and rear axle. 

Engines 

The all-new Astra features a powertrain including petrol 
and diesel units ranging from 10OPS to 200PS. The highlight 
of the engine range is the all-new 1.4-litre (145PS) ECOTEC 
Direct Injection Turbo, a four-cylinder unit from the same 
family as the one-litre, three-cylinder engine seen in Corsa, 
ADAM and VIVA. 

The engine delivers maximum torque of up to 250Nm, 
with maximum power available between 1,800rpm and 
4,000rpm. 

Based on its construction, the new 1.4 ECOTEC Direct 
Injection Turbo also adds less weight to the car. The alumin¬ 
ium engine block weighs in at 10kg less than the cast-iron 
block of the current 1.4-litre turbo. There’s also a base-level 
1.0 ECOTEC Direct Injection Turbo (105PS) petrol engine 
and a 1.6 CDTi ‘Whisper Diesel’ range with outputs starting 
from 110PS up to 160PS. 

Inspired by 2013’s Monza Concept, the lean design 
makes the new Astra look more athletic than before thanks 
to work carried out by a design team led by Brit Mark Ad¬ 
ams. 

The most significant design cue is the divided C-pillar, 
creating the impression of a floating roof. The interplay of 
light and shadow is emphasised by the horizontal crossbar 
above the brand logo linking the rear lights. 

The Astra does not just look smaller - it is smaller. With 
a total length of 4.37m it is almost 5cm shorter than its pre¬ 
decessor. With a height of 1.46m it is also 2.6cm lower. The 
dimensions have an impact on aerodynamics and efficiency 
with the new Astra boasting a drag coefficient below 0.30. 

The wheelbase may have been reduced by 2cm but the 
amount of space inside increased. In combination with new¬ 
ly-designed seats, the passengers in the rear can enjoy an 
additional 35mm legroom. The distance between the front- 
and rear-seats is increased providing comfort and space. 

Aesthetic 

The high-quality cockpit and the instrument panel trans¬ 
fer the characteristic and aesthetic exterior design to the 
interior, ensuring that a new interior design generation is 
introduced in the new Astra. It features a clean look which 
includes a large colour touchscreen in the centre stack and 
reduced amount of control switches and buttons. 

The new Astra is the first new Vauxhall model that will be 
available with the personal connectivity and service assis¬ 
tant OnStar from its launch. OnStar also turns the new Astra 
into a 4G LTE mobile Wi-Fi hotspot. Up to seven devices, 
from smartphones to tablets, can be connected simultane¬ 
ously. 

Making its debut in new Astra is the new generation Intel- 
liLink infotainment system that is compatible with Android 
Auto and Apple CarPlay. The functions can be controlled 
via the large, up to eight-inch touchscreen located high on 
the center stack, via remote control on the steering wheel 
(volume) or via voice control. 

The all-new Brit-built Astra will be the first Vauxhall to get 
glare-free IntelliLux LED Matrix Light. Bringing premium 
technology to the mainstream, these new LED headlights 
provide outstanding night time performance enhancing 
safety for the driver and those around them. 

Another advantage is that mechanical movements are 
no longer necessary in the headlight - the individual LED 
segments turn on or off according to the situation, which 
also contributes to a durability that far exceeds the lifespan 
of a car.

Subaru is perhaps best known 
for its firecracker, all-wheel drive 
Impreza, a car which made its 
name in rallies throughout the 
world. 

Less well known, but equally impres¬ 
sive in its own way is the Forester, a 
five-door, five-seater SUV off-roader 
with a big reputation for tackling the 
rough stuff, but surprisingly able on the 
road thanks to the legendary Boxer en¬ 
gine and clever suspension set up. 

This two litre, 240bhp petrol unit delivers 
performance in spades, with hot-hatch ac¬ 
celeration, yet delivering a claimed 33-odd 
mpg, a figure some off-road diesels would 
look at with envy, while C02 emissions of 



197g/km are competitive, but will still attract 
a high rate of benefit in kind taxation. 

It’s not cheap, but is packed with standard 
kit, especially the model driven here. 

A five-door, five-seater SUV with steel 
unitary construction bodyshell, the tur¬ 
bo-charged Boxer engine drives the front 
and rear wheels via a six-speed Lineartronic 
CVT transmission. 

It has high ground clearance, a boxy 
shape with muscular wheel arches and 
prominent running plates, but the XT mod¬ 
el has a sporty edge and includes sports 
grille and bumpers, heated, power-folding 
door mirrors, roof rails, powered tailgate, 
twin exhausts and eye-catching 18-inch alloy 
wheels. 

It has a commanding driving position; 
generous interior space and cargo capacity. 

Off-road capability has also been im¬ 
proved with the firm’s X-Mode technology. 

The interior of the car matches the exterior 
pretty much. It won’t have people drooling 
over design cues, but it remains well-built 
with instrumentation and controls logically 
placed, but the dark trim can make it feel a 
bit gloomy. 

The seats are all firm and supportive while 
the car has acres of head and legroom while 
all round visibility is good. The car offers an 
impressive range of standard equipment,

The 60/40 split rear seats fold at the 
touch of a button and this range-topper 
features an electrically-powered boot 
opening. 

Safety is more than catered for with a 
five-star Euro NCAP crash safety rating 


and includes twin front, side, curtain and 
knee airbags, stability and traction and hill 
descent control, while the trailer stability 
control programme also improves safety 
during towing. 

There are six trim levels all with a gener¬ 
ous level of standard equipment. Big and 
rugged and equally at home off road or on 
the road. 

It’s a lot of car for the money.

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XC90 is serious business

When the first XC90 appeared in 
the UK back in 2002 some poten¬ 
tial buyers admired this trendset¬ 
ting new SUV in the showroom, 
before telling Volvo dealers ‘it’s 
not expensive enough’. 

Which shows there are always peo¬ 
ple with more money than sense. The 
company bonus culture was responsi¬ 
ble and Volvo had never experienced 
anything like it. 

How did the sensible Swedes react? They 
quickly developed a UK-only version with all 
the bells and whistles on board, at a price 
that over-compensated company buyers 
thought let everyone know they could afford 
one - easily. 

No such problem with the all new XC90, 
built high and handsome in a gently un¬ 
derstated way and priced from £47,750 to 
£63,705. Nobody would describe that as 
underpricing, but do you get what you pay 
for? 

The short answer is yes; buyers who 
head for the XC90 at the bottom of the price 
ladder will not only be buying by far the 
expected most popular version, but they’ll 
end up with a car that comes well enough 
equipped to need little else adding. 

That’s rather rare in a part of the market 
where car makers know there is a large for¬ 
tune to be made from the options’ list. More 
of that later. 

Let’s look at the newcomer in more detail. 



It is that genuinely rare machine - a vehicle 
new from tip to stern, with new engines. 

The whole thing must have cost Volvo’s 
Chinese owners a large fortune to design 
and develop. 

Just as well it was worth it. 

Built in Sweden, it radiates subtle Nordic 
charm in a way that a rival like BMW’s X5 
would hardly comprehend. Elegant good 
taste emanates from everything, taking in a 
bold new grille and body lines deliberately 
kept simple. 


Quality 


Inside, the good taste continues, beau¬ 
tiful build quality obvious everywhere and 
a mere eight buttons indicating that all the 
other controls, for things like sound system, 
heating and ventilation and the satellite nav¬ 
igation have been loaded onto a big, clear 
touchscreen. 

Every XC90 destined for the UK, for the 
moment at least, will have all-wheel drive, 
automatic transmission and seven seats, 
with enough room in row three for two adults 
up to 5ft 7in tall. All seven seats have thin¬ 
ner than usual seat backs, without sacrificing 
any of the long-distance comfort long asso¬ 
ciated with Volvo, and helping free up useful 
extra leg room. 

Calling the least expensive Momentum 
level ‘basic’ does the car much less than 
justice, as it comes with all of the above, as 
well as a tailgate that opens with a waggle of 
a foot below the rear bumper, a multiple-ad¬ 
justable and electrically-powered driver’s 
seat and leather trim. 

And don’t forget a 10-speaker sound sys-

tern and big, 19in alloy wheels too. So, 
miles away from basic in anyone’s lan¬ 
guage. 

Pay more and there are things like big¬ 
ger wheels and added styling flourishes, 
but the entry level will suit most people just 
fine. 

So will the new diesel engine, that pulls 
quietly and has enough pep to push this 
big car along at a satisfying lick, record¬ 
ing a reasonable 34mpg in the process on 


some demanding North Yorkshire roads. 

Rather quicker still and dearer (from 
£53,745 for an Inscription model) is a pet¬ 
rol engine with 320 horsepower and the 
ability to explore licence losing speeds 
very easily, recording an indifferent 26mpg 
in the process. 

They won’t sell a lot of those. 

The diesel is a different matter. Here is a 
very serious new contender if you want a 
big SUV in your life.
